NATIONAL FINANCES. 


United States Treasurer Ncbcker has 


submitted his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The ordinary rev- 
enues of the Government, in the past 
fiscal year, were $302,612,447, o'r $10,- 
468,535 less than (ho preceding year, 
while the net ordinary expenditures, ex- 
clusive of amounts paid in premiums on 
bonds purchased, were $355,373,034, an 
increase of $57,636,198. The surplus 
revenues were reduced from $105,344,490 
to $37,339,763, which was applied to the 
reduction of the debt. The revenues 
from the postal service amounted to $65,- 
762,903, and the expenditures of the 
service to $72,067,580, an increase of 
about $5,000,000 in receipts and a simi- 
lar amount in expenditures. During the 
year $126,991,494 was expended in re 
ducing the bonded debt and circulating 
notes $116,590,373, the difference being 
the premiums on bond:* purchased. The 
sum of $89,751,731 wis taken from the 
reserve fund in the^Trcasury to purchase 
bonds. 


According to the revised statement ol 


the Treasurer the amount of money in 
the country June 30, 1891, exclusive ol 
certificates in circulation, for which the 
Treasury held deposits, was $1,678,078, 
103, of which $180,412,019 belonged to 
the Treasury and $1,495,666,083, was in 
circulation. 
There was a net loss ol 


$49,000,000 in gold exported to foreign 
countries, and a net gain of over $40,- 
000,000 in other money. The Treasurer 
computes that u'nring the past ten years 
there has been an nvcrago increase ol 
$52,000,000 from June to December in 
the amount of money in circulation, one 
a decrease of $14,000,000 from Decem- 
ber to June. 


Unusually large amounts of notes ol 


small denominations have been sent oul 
to the West and South since the 1st ol 
July, chiefly in exchange for deposits in 
the Sub-Treasury at New York. 
The 


aggregate up to the middle of Novem 
her reached upward of $49,000,000, as 
against $61,000,000 for the whole of the 
preceding year. 


There has been a measurable improve- 


ment in the condition of the coinage, 
particularly silver. 
Nearly • $1,000,000 


uncurrent coins in the Treasury have 
been restored to full weight. As a result 
of this and of some special efforts in 
other directions the amount of fractional 
silver in the Treasury has been much re 
duced. Many inquiries for silver specify 
new coins. 
It is believed but for the 


prejudice against all coins showing any 
signs of wear, the Treasury would long 
since have been relieved of a good por- 
tion of its load of fractional silver. 


The Treasurer points out that this pre- 


judice in the case of silver coins is 
groundless, as the coins derive their cur 
rency not from weight, but from the 
stamp of the mint, and are received for 
their full value so long as the stamp can 
be recognized, provided the loss of metal 
is due to natural wear. 


A.S the ordinary revenues of the Gov- 


ernment for the past year were only 
$392,612,417, while Mr. Reed's Congress 
appropriated a billion dollars for expend- 
itures for two years, it is very evident 
that there will be a deficiency to provide 
for, instead of a surplus to dispose of, by 
the next Congress. 


PROBABLY 
FOB 1IK.E 
REASONS. 


The Enterprise, referring to tho fact 


that it receives the same dispatches as 
the JOUKNAL, but suppresses every word 
hat relates to tho manner in which mine 
owners are said to be robbed by mill 
owners, contents itself with asking: 


"Will the JOURNAL kindly tell us why 


the Chronicle keeps silent?"

in the case .of the Enterprise, that the 
Chronicle suppresses press Dispatches re- 
lating to the Fox suit, but if il does, its 
reasons for doing so are doubtless very 
similar to those of the Enterprise.

pars and openly asserted in others that 
the young Emperor of Germany is men 
tally affected.

the Freisinnige 


Zeitung gives color to the rumors of the 
Emperor's unbalanced condition by as- 
serting that in a speech to recruits of the 
guard he used the following language: 


"Kecruits, you have before priest and 


altar, sworn fealty to me. Yon are too 
young to understand the true meaning of 
the worda in which you have sworn, but 
be diligent in following the instructions 
given you. 
You hove, my children, 


sworn allegiance. That means you have 
given your'sorvices to me, body and soul. 
You have only one enemy, that is my 
enemy. In the present Socialist agita- 
tion, I may order you, which God forbid, 
to 
shoot 
down, your relatives—your 


brothers, even your parents—>md you 
must obey without a murmur." 


THK DCnrXTFAXIi OF 
POLAND. 


A dispatch from St. Petersburg saya 


the year 1893 will be observed through- 
out Poland in deepest mourning in mem- 
ory of the loss of her independence in 
July, 1792. It will be the one hundredth 
anniversary of the battle of Dubienka, 
where Koscinsco, with 4,000 men, held 
his position for five days against 18,000 
Russians. 


The poet Campbell says the downfall 


of Poland is "the bloodiest picture in the 
Book of Time" and the women of that un- 
fortnuate land, which was partitioned 
and divided between Russia, Prussia and 
Austria, will wear nothiLg but black 
during the ensuing year, in commemora- 
tion of. their country's dismemberment 
by the minions of tyrants.

FIIIE EKG1KSS AND AMBULANCES. 


Both fire and ambnlauoe calls were at 


once sent out and in a few minutes after 
the explosion the building waa surrounded 
by fire engines, ambulances and policemen. 
The news spread all over down town, and 
•very street in the neighborhood waa soon 
tbronged with thousands of excited men 
and the wildest rumors prevailed. 


A TBBBIFIO SHOCK, 


One bystander, who was crossing Broad- 


way-just as (he explosion occurred, said 
the shock was so great that men near by 
fell senseless on the walk. 
One side of 


the building then, resembled Niagara. It 
waa a perfect sheet of minute atoms of 
gla»s, and in the mass waa the figure of a 
man, who w&s seen hurled through the 
window. 


THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 


The dead ore: B. F. Korton, a friend of 


Sage, so badly wounded that he died soon 
after reaching the hospital.

ment characterize every grade, and yet 
there is always room for improvement. 
How best to arouse the dull or negligent 
pupils, for we always have some of them 
with us, and bow to make the work inter- 
esting and practical lor all should be the 
continuous study and effort 
of every 


teacher. We should ever remember that it 
ia not sufficient for a pupil simply to learn 
how an operation is to be performed or a 
problem of some kind solved, allowing 
therewith indifferent performance. 
He* 


should be able to do it accurately and 
speedily, giving such reasons therefor as 
his age and mind development will justify. 
Theory and practice together, but a mini- 
mum of theory with a maximum of prac- 
tice is the safe rule to follow, and the only 
one that will lead to practical results in 
most branches of learning.

In I860 Lord 
Cloncarry, the last of his house, jumped 
from a window and broke his neck. 


In 1873 the last Earl of De la Warr 


drowned himself, and in 1876 Lord 
Lyttleton, the insane brother-in-law of 
Gladstone, escaped from his keepers, 
threw himself off the staircase of his 
own house and was killed. 


A story of suicide in which sentiment 


is mingled is that of Prince Baudouin, 
heir to the throne of Belgium. The 
youthful prince loved beneath his sta- 
tion, and finding that love could never 
be realized sought peace in the eternal 
silence of the grave.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer.
